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TWENTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


r  I  'HE  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  has  again 
shown  a  steady  increase  as  witness  the  following  par- 
ticulars  : —

In  addition  there  have  been  30  Casual  or  Out-Patients. 

In  the  Private  Ward  we  have  had  19  patients,  who  were  in 
Hospital  215  days,  and  who  paid,  including  Theatre  Fees, 
£184  10s.  There  have  been  29  Ex-Service  cases  with  a  total 
of  445  days  in  Hospital,  and  60  County  Council  cases,  totalling 
215  days. 

We  regret  to  announce  that  Mr.  Wright,  acting  under  medi¬ 
cal  advice,  has  had  to  resign  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Advisory 
Committee.  He  will,  however,  we  are  glad  to  say,  remain 
President  of  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  alone  knows  how 
much  the  Hospital  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Wright  for  the  position 
it  has  now  attained,  and  wish  him  a  speedy  return  to  good 
health.  They  have  appointed  Rev.  R.  Gillenders  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

The  Committee  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Mr.  G. 
Butters,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
took  a  keen  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  the  effort  in¬ 
itiated  by  Mr.  Duncan,  supplemented  by  the  generous  dona¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Stanley  Holland,  and  also  the  ready  response  of 
local  well-wishers,  enabled  them  to  pay  off  the  accumulated 
deficiency  of  £706  14s.  6d.  and  leave  a  surplus  of  £53  12s., 
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which,  with  Dental  Chair  Account,  has  been  re-invested  in 
Local  Loans,  and  added  to  Capital  Account. 

The  Committee  would  also  like  to  record  that  under  the 
will  of  the  late  Miss  Hayes,  of  Wellington,  a  legacy  of  £100  is 
bequeathed  to  this  Hospital.  It  is  well  to  mention  this  as 
coming  from  one  who  was  only  slightly  connected  with 
Leominster,  as  showing  that  the  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  is 
appreciated  outside  its  limits.  When  received,  this  will  be 
placed  to  Investment  Account. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  Miss  Wood  in 
giving  furniture  for  the  Private  Ward,  a  further  proof  of  her 
continued  interest  in  the  Hospital. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  also  due  to  Mrs.  Bright 
and  members  of  the  Linen  League,  also  to  Mr.  Bridge  for 
gratuitous  repairs  to  Hut  and  painting  in  the  Hospital,  thus 
saving  the  Committee  many  pounds,  to  the  Scholars  of  the 
Grammar  School  (Minster  House),  and  Mr.  DeAth  for  the 
upkeep  and  maintenance  of  the  Wireless. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  also  due  to  the  ladies 
who  organised  the  Pound  Day,  which  was  such  a  success  and 
very  materially  assisted  the  Hospital. 

The  heating  of  water  for  baths  and  general  purposes 
being  found  inefficient,  a  new  system  has  been  installed  and 
found  satisfactory.  This,  and  the  new  Stove  to  the  Hut,  have  been 
paid  for  out  of  Current  Account. 

New  Bedsteads,  Mattresses,  Surgical  Instruments,  and 
Furnishing  Requisites  being  needed,  it  was  decided,  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  late  Matron,  Miss  G.  Sharpe,  to  hold  a 
Garden  Fete  to  raise  the  necessary  funds.  This  was  held  and 
proved  a  great  success,  the  proceeds  of  Sale  realising  £135. 
£85  7s.  6d.  has  been  expended  in  a  complete  new  outfit  of 
bedsteads  and  mattresses,  surgical  and  other  requisites,  the 
balance  being  placed  in  the  Bank  to  provide  such  further  re¬ 
quirements  as  may  arise.  The  Committee  tender  their 
grateful  thanks  to  all,  who  by  their  contribution  and  willing 
help,  made  the  Fete  such  a  success.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1. — This  Hospital  shall  be  called  “The  Leominster  Cottage 
Hospital." 

MEETINGS  OF  SUBSCRIBERS. 

2.  — Aii  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  to  the  Institution 
shall  be  held  not  later  than  the  month  of  April  to  receive  the  Report 
and  Accounts,  and  to  transact  the  general  business  of  the  Hospital. 

3. — Seven  days’  clear  notice  of  such  Meeting  shall  be  given  to 
every  Subscriber  of  10s.  and  upwards.  Notice  shall  also  be  given  in 
one  or  more  local  papers.  The  omission  of  any  individual  notice 
shall  not  invalidate  the  meeting. 

4.  — Every  subscription  shall  become  due  on  the  1st  of  January  in 
each  year,  and  be  considered  annual  until  notice  in  writing  to  with¬ 
draw  it  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Secretary. 

5.  — No  one  whose  last  year’s  subscription  is  unpaid  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  vote  in  General  Meeting. 

6.  — Any  Representative  of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  Friendly  Society 
or  other  Association,  making  a  Collection  for  the  Hospital  shall  be 
considered  a  Subscribing  Member  during  the  current  year 

7.  — An  Annual  Report  of  the  general  working  of  the  Hospital  and 
a  Balance  Sheet  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  shall  be  published 
by  the  Committee,  and  forwarded  to  every  person  entitled  to  vote 
at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

8.  — All  appointments  to  the  offices  of  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  Auditors,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Subscribers 
present  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  or  at  a  Special  Meeting  duly 
convened.  In  cases  of  vacancies  occurring  between  the  dates  of  the 
Annual  Meetings  the  Committee  may  fill  the  vacancies  subject  to 
confirmation  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

9.  — vSpecial  Meetings  of  the  Subscribers  may  be  called  on  a 
requisition  by  any  three  Members  of  the  Committee  of  Management, 
or  by  five  Subscribers,  sent  to  the  Honorary  Secretary ;  fourteen 
days’  clear  notice  of  such  Meeting  to  be  given  to  the  Subscribers 
qualified  to  be  present  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  such  notice 
to  specify  all  the  business  to  be  brought  forward. 

MANAGEMENT. 

to. — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  and  a  Committee  of  Management. 

11.— The  Committee  of  Management  shall  consist  of  Members 
elected  from  Annual  Subscribers  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  in 
each  year,  together  with  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Trustees, 
Honorary  Medical  Officers  resident  in  the  town,  Honorary  Treasurer, 
and  Honorary  Secretary,  ex-officio. 
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12.  — The  Committee  of  Management,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum,  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital,  or  other  convenient  place,  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  Hospital  on  the  second  Monday  in  each 
month,  unless  in  the  interest  of  the  Hospital  some  alternative  day 
is  more  convenient. 

13. — The  Committee  of  Management  is  empowered  to  make  bye¬ 
laws  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  details  connected  with  the 
working  of  the  Hospital,  and  may  appoint  sub-committees  to  whom 
they  may  delegate  any  of  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Committee  of 
Management.  All  tenders  shall  be  considered  by  the  Committee  of 
Management,  and  no  liability  whatever  shall  be  incurred  without  the 
express  order  or  authority  of  such  Committee. 

LIFE  GOVERNORS. 

14. — Any  donor  of  £50  or  upwards  shall  be  elected  a  Life  Governor 
of  the  Hospital.  Life  Governors  to  have  the  right  of  attending 
meetings  of  the  General  Committee  and  voting  thereat. 

VISITORS. 

15.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  at  each  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing  appoint  two  of  their  number  to  act  as  Visitors  for  the  ensuing 
month . 

16.  — The  Visitors  so  appointed  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least 
once  in  each  week.  It  shall  be  their  duty  :  (a)  To  confer  with  the 
Matron  as  to  the  domestic  arrangements,  and  as  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Hospital,  and  to  supervise  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the 
patients,  (b)  To  examine  the  household  accounts  as  prepared  by  the 
Matron,  (c)  To  submit  to  the  Committee  of  Management  the  above 
accounts,  when  examined ;  also  a  list  of  the  requirements  ;  and  any 
recommendations  they  may  .see  fit  to  make  regarding  the  conduct  of 
the  Hospital  or  the  well-being  of  its  inmates. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

17.  — The  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  all  duly  qualified  practi¬ 
tioners,  resident  within  the  district,  who  are  willing  to  give  their 
services . 

18.  — Every  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  shall  have  the  right 
to  continue  the  treatment  of  any  patient  under  his  care  at  the  time 
of  admission.  For  all  other  patients  the  medical  officers  shall  attend 
at  the  Hospital  for  a  week  in  rotation,  the  order  of  attendance  to  be 
fixed  by  themselves. 

MATRON  AND  NURSES. 

19- — The  appointment  of  Matron  and  Nurses  shall  be  vested  in 
and  held  during'  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 
These  officers  shall  reside  in  the  Hospital,  and  shall  receive  such  pay 
as  the  Committee  of  Management  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
The  staff  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Matron  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Committee. 

PATIENTS. 

20. —  The  Hospital  shall  be  open  for  the  treatment  and  relief  of 
persons  suffering  from  sickness  or  accidents,  preference  being  given 


to  those  in  poor  circumstances.  The  district  to  be  served  by  the 
Hospital  shall,  save  in  exceptional  circumstances,  be  those  parishes 
within  a  radius  of  six  miles  of  the  Hospital.  Any  patient  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  living  outside  the  area  served  by  the  Hospital  (other 
than  accidents)  to  be  charged  the  full  amount  in  the  General  Ward, 
viz.,  £2  2s.  per  week. 

21.  — Persons  suffering  from  mental,  infectious,  incurable  or 
chronic  diseases  shall  not  be  admitted.  Also  maternity  cases,  with 
the  exception  of  those  requiring  surgical  treatment. 

22.  — Cases  of  urgency  and  accident  shall  at  once  be  admitted  on 
application  at  any  time. 

23.  —  No  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  without  the  permission 
of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  under  whose  care  he  may  have  been 
placed,  nor  enter  any  ward  but  his  own  without  leave. 

24.  —  Any  patient  who  breaks  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  or  behaves 
irregularly  or  indecently,  shall  be  expelled,  and  no  person  after 
expulsion  shall  be  re-admitted. 

25.  — A  patient  of  any  religious  denomination  may  be  attended  by 
his  Minister  at  such  time  as  may  be  convenient  to  the  Medical  Officer 
and  the  Matron. 

26.  — The  relatives  and  friends  of  the  patient  shall  be  permitted  to 
visit  them  at  such  times  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the 
Committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

27.  — Any  patient  who  at  the  time  of  his  admission  is  under  the 
treatment  of  a  duly  qualified  medical  man  not  connected  with  the 
Hospital  may  be  placed  under  his  charge,  if  the  patient  so  requests. 

PAYING  PATIENTS . 

28.  — Patients  shall  be  expected  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 
their  maintenance  a  weekly  sum,  payable  ordinal ily  in  advance,  and 
based  on  their  financial  position.  The  Matron  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  collection  of  such  payments  which  shall  be  handed  over  to 
the  Secretary  weekly.  The  Committee  of  Management  shall  from 
time  to  time  fix  a  standard  scale  of  charges,  a  copy  of  which  shall 
be  kept  in  the  Matron’s  Room.  In  cases  of  inability  on  the  part  of 
the  patient  to  pay  the  full  scale  payment,  the  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  patient  shall  suggest  to  the  Committee  a  reduced  pay¬ 
ment,  but  such  suggestion  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of 
the  general  financial  position  of  the  patient.  The  ultimate  decision 
as  to  an  abatement  or  remission  of  the  charge  shall  rest  with  the 
Committee.  In  eases  where  a  patient  pays  a  maintenance  charge 
the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  case  shall  be  entitled  to  charge 
fees,  but  where  a  reduction  is  made  in  the  standard  Hospital  charge 
there  shall  be  a  proportionate  reduction  in  the  normal  fee  charged 
by  the  Medical  Officer. 

ALTERATION  OF  RULES. 

29.  — The  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  revise  any  existing 
rule,  or  to  introduce  any  new  rule,  as  may  be  considered  necessary 
for  the  efficient  administration  of  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  same 
being  confirmed  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers.
